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Times Newspapers Are Closed in Britain 


Union Turmoil 
Continued Until 
The Last Hours

LONDON- Nay. 30 (NYT) — 
The Times, a British institutioo 
and perhaps the world’s most fa- 
mous newspaper, suspended pub- 
lication tonight after failing to 
win agreement from its unions to 
stop unpredictable and costly 
disruptions. 

The management said the 
paper, along with the Sunday 
Times and three, supplements, 
will not reappear until all 65 bar- 
gaining units of its nine unions 
come to terms. This, it is widely 
expected, may take months and 
there are even a few people who 
predict that the 193-year old 
paper, whose logotype features a 
dock set permanently at 4:30 — 
the traditional deadline for print- 
ing London morning newspapers 
— may never be seen again. 

The suspension occurs seven 
months after the company issued 
an ultimatum that it would close 
down Nov. 30, throwing 4,250 
persons out of work, unless its 
conditions for uninterrupted pro- 
duction were met Only 17 of the 
65 units — some of them with 
only a handful of members — 
covering 800 workers had agreed 
by tonight and one major union 
has refused to negotiate at all 
while under the threat of suspen- 
sion. 

“This, is a sad moment for ev- 
eryone who shares our belief that 
all our newspapers and our staff 
can enjoy together a prosperous 
future,” Marmaduke J. Hussey, 
chief executive of Times Newspa- 
pers LtcL, told a crowded news 
conference this evening. “It 
would have been sadder still if 
we had been forced to announce 
the permanent closure of the

newspapers, which would have 
been the inevitable result had the 
damage inflicted on them by 
unofficial stoppages gone on.” 

Mr. Hussey said the chances 
that the Times will never resume 
publication are extremely 
remote. 

Sale Ruled Out 

“It is quite certain that the 
Times will return,” the paper in- 
sisted in an editorial this morn- 
ing. The owners, the Canadian- 
based International Thomson 
Organization, have ruled out sell-

Lord Thomson 
Is Determined 
On Showdown

TORONTO, Nov. 30 (NYT) — 
Kenneth Thomson, the second 
Lord Thomson of Fleet, leaned 
forward in his penthouse office 
here and said: “It is absolutely 
incorrect to say that 1 have less 
affection for our papers in 
London.” 

The 55-year-old Canadian is 
the son and heir of Roy Thom- 
son, the late newspaper magnate 
whose crowning achievement, he 
once said, was to own the Times 
and the Sunday Times. 

Lord Thomson spoke before 
the deadline in a senes of costly 
and complex labor disputes at 
the two newspapers. Officials of 
Thomson Newspapers Ltd. shut 
down the two papers today be- 
cause their 4,300 employees 
would not agree to accept im- 
portant changes in working regu- 
lations, including an end to wild- 
cat strikes and slowdowns that 
have frequently crippled produc- 
tion. 

The soft-spoken Lord Thom- 
son, who plans a visit to London 
next week, was reluctant to talk' 
in much detail about the situa- 
tion there for fear of affecting 
any last-minute talks. But he 
appeared firm in his resolve to 
force a showdown now. And he 
said he hoped that the suspen- 
sion of publication, which was 
not intended to. be permanent, 
would be brief. 

Charges Answered 

Lord Thomson was also deter- 
mined to answer charges that he 
was less attached than his father 
to those two British journalistic 
institutions and, therefore, less

■ - persons, injured hundreds and 
. cracked dozens of skyscrapers in 
Mexico CSty. . . 

The Tacubaya Seismological In- 
stitute said the quake registered at 
. between S3 and 5.8 on the Richter 
. -riv-uir scale and that its epicenter was sit- 
uated 300 miles southeast of Mexi- 


co City, in the same area where 
yesterday’s tremors were centered. 

An institute spokesman said the 
earthquake occurred at 4:23 a.m. 
but that its effects were minimal in 
Mexico City. 

The death loll horn yesterday’s 
quakes rose to nine. The police in 
Mexico City had earlier reported 
eight dead and 500 treated for mi- 
nor injuries and shock. 

The quake rocked the Mexico 


City area, cracking dozens of 
downtown skyscrapers and shower- 
ingpedestrians with window glass. 

The government news agency 
said 15 students at Oaxaca State 
University in the city of Oaxaca 
suffered second degree bums when 
a container of sulfuric acid 
knocked over by the quake.

Rhodesia Plans Coalition After Election 
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SALISBURY, Nov. 30 (Reuters) 
— Rhodesia’s bifacial transitional 
government announced plans today 
tor a national governing coalition 
fallowing its projected one-man, 
one-vote elections. The new move 
win effectively water down black- 
majority juje uati] at least 1984. 

The scheme, announced after a 
meeting of the government’s 
Executive Council and its second- 
tier Ministerial .Council, assures 
whites, who would make up less 
than four percent of the proposed 
electorate of 28 percent of Cabinet 
seats in a government of national 
unity that would follow. the univer- 
sal franchise election .scheduled for 
April 20, 1979. 

The government statement said 
the move was necessary to ensure 
political stability after the elec-

At least 750 buddings in Mexico 
Gty were damaged and two older 
structures collapsed, forcing the 
evacuation of thousands of office 
workers and residents. 

One nine-story building split 
open at the top, the two halves sep- 
arated by about six feeL Another 
budding tilted on one side, sinking 
about two feel, said firemen who 
helped evacuate the area. 

Two high-rise buildings in the 
capital’s fashionable Polanco 
neighborhood swayed so much that 
they collided. Many windows shat- 
tered under the stress and fell into 
the streets below, sending residents 
and tourists scrambling for cover. 

Quake Was Predicted 

Police spokesman Jose Madrid 
said that two peasous died of heart 
a t tack s, two when a lamp pole fell 
cm top of them, and one from a col- 
lapsed wall Two construction 
workers were killed while working 
on Mexico City's Redusorio Sur 
prison. Another victim jnmped to 
bis death from a third-story win- 
dow, be said. 

Authorities put the strength of 
the quake between 7.8 and 7.9 on 
the Richter scale. It lasted 2 min- 
utes and 53 seconds and was fol- 
lowed by a weaker quake about five 
minutes later.

HONG KONG. Nov. 30 (NYT) 
— China reportedly has ordered 
Peking citizens to stop putting up 
wall posters critical of the Commu- 
nist Party chairman and premier, 
Hua Kuo-feng, and to avoid in- 
flammatory demonstrations calling 
for democracy. 

Diplomatic sources in Peking 
said these instructions were broad- 
cast today over a closed-circuit 
communications network in the 
Chinese capital. A number of Chi- 
nese reacting the dozens of posters 
that have appeared in the last 10 
days in downtown Peking advised 
foreigners today about the new 
directives. 

The orders were the first clear in- 
dication that the Communist au- 
thorities are moving to damp down 
on the recent outburst of posters 
and the large daily gatherings de- 
manding greater freedom in China. 

Teng Hsiao-ping, China's deputy 
premier and key leader, had given 
qualified approval to the poster 
campaign earlier this week, saying, 
“If the masses feel some anger, we 
must let them express iL” 

But Mr. Teng also had warned 
that the authorities were watching 
the developments dosely. “Some 
utterances are not in the interest of 
stability and unity,” he said. “We 
have to explain matters clearly to 
the masses and know how to lead.” 

Stability Stressed 

In a series of interviews with for- 
eign visitors this week. Mr. Teng 
has repeatedly stressed that China 
needs stability and has insis ted that 
a major party meeting now under 
way will not lead to a purge of sen- 
ior officials. 

At the meeting, which is expect- 
ed to. end soon, party leaders are 
believed to be discussing formal ap- 
proval of a number erf; sweeping ini= . 
tiatives by' Mr. Teng, including 
greater use of foreign technology, 
the creation of a legal system, more 
elections of local officials and a 
more market-oriented economy. 

The sources in Peking said that a 
number of new posters had gone up 
since yesterday urging Chinese not 
to attack Mr. Hua. These new 
posters, the sources reported, 
appeared to be very professionally 
written and could have been in- 
spired by government agencies. 
Many of the earlier posters, which 
vary enormously in size and subject 
matter, are scrawled on notebook 


paper, old newspapers and any 
other available materials. 

Mr. Hua has become a contro- 
versial figure in recent days follow- 
ing a decision by the Pelong Com- 
munist Party committee to official- 
ly declare the large demonstration 
honoring the late Chou En-lai in 
Peking’s Tienanmen Square in 


April, 1976, to have been a revolu- 
tionary occurance. 

Mr. Hua was named premier two 
days after the incident, which at the 
time was blamed on Mr. Teng, who 
was purged. Mr. Teng, in his recent 
interviews, has said these decisions 
were wrong and should be correct-

Carter Disappointed 
Over Mideast Delays

WASHINGTON, NovJO (IHT) 
— President Carter expressed dis- 
satisfaction and disappointment to- 
day a_l Israel's and Egypt's delay in 
reaching agreement on a peace 
treaty, but declared the United 
States nevertheless will continue its 
efforts to bring a settlement to fru- 
ition. 

“My reason for what optimism I 
keep,” the president told a nation- 
ally televised news conference, “is 
that I know for certain that both 
President [Anwar] Sadat and Prime 
Minister [Menachem] Begin want a 
peace treaty. 1 know that their peo- 
ple want a peace treaty. 

“So I think that as long as this 
determination on their pan is ex- 


tant that our own good offices are 
very likely to be fruitful, so I’U coo- 
tinue the effort no matter bow diffi- 
cultly might be in the future.” 

The president noted he was to 
meet tomorrow with Egyptian Pre- 
mier Mustapha Khalil who arrived 
here today with a personal message 
from President Sadat. Reports 
from Cairo said the letter spelled 
out Egypt’s latest positions in view 
of Israel's decision to adopt a draft 
treaty that lacks a specific date for 
bringing about autonomy in the oc- 
cupied territories of Gaza and the 
West Bank.

Romanian Party Backs Ceausescu Stand

BELGRADE. Nov. 30 (WP) — 
Romania's highest policy-making 
body gave its full support to Presi- 
dent Nicolae Ceausescu yesterday 
in his latest confrontation with the 
Soviet Union over defense policy. 

In what seems to be part of an 
orchestrated campaign to demon- 
strate public support for the 60- 
year-old Ro manian leader, the 
Communist Party Central Commit- 
tee was called into special session 
to bear a report by Mr. Ceausescu 
on his stand at last week’s Moscow 
summit meeting of the Soviet-led 
Warsaw Pact. 

The session unanimously en- 
dorsed his opposition to proposals 
to increase the pact’s defense budg- 
et and to increase the integration of 
armies erf member countries.

Mr. Ceausescu’s stand was dra- 
matically pointed up Tuesday by 
erroneous reports from Yugoslavia 
that all six Warsaw Pact ambassa- 
dors, including that of the Soviet 
Union, had been called borne from 
Bucharest for consultations. The 
“crisis” waned quickly when three 
of those ambassadors turned up 
that same evening at a reception in 
Bucharest. 

Independence Asserted 

There was no way of telling 
whether the Yugoslav officials who 
started the reports were doing pub- 
lic relations for Mr. Ceausescu — 
as they have in the past — but the 
outcome was to draw attention to 
Mr. Ceausescu’s assertion of 
Romanian independence in a tray 
that could not be attributed to him 
directly. 

Foreign diplomats in Bucharest 
believe that after several years of 
uc easi ness, rel ations between 
Romania and its Warsaw Pact al- 
lies have reached their lowest point 
in a decade. The Central Commit- 
tee session is interpreted as a sign 
that Mr. Ceausescu is unlikely to 
make any move to heal the rift in 
the near future and is preparing to 
face the inevitably angry Soviet re- 
action to his unprecedented public 
disclosures. 

In Moscow, President Leonid 
Brezhnev indirectly confirmed Mr. 
Ceausescu’s disclosures by calling 
for the “preservation and strength- 
ening of the joint armed forces of 
the Warsaw treaty” in a report to 
the Supreme Soviet (Parliament) on 
last week's summit. He said this 
was cecesary in view of heightened 
military outlays within the North 
Atlantic Treaty Organization. 

A nearly identical statement was 
issued in Warsaw after a meeting of 
the Polish Politburo that formally 
endorsed all the decisions made at 
the s ummi t. 

According to the Romanian 
news agency, the Central Commit- 
tee session heard more than 100 
statements supporting Mr. 
Ceausescu’s stand, which the com- 
mittee said “reflected the vital in- 
terests of the whole nation** and 
were “in line with Romania’s con- 
tinued progress and welfare.” 


In a resolution, the Central Com- 
mittee reaffirmed its support for a 
statement by Mr. Ceausescu on 
Monday that “Romania’s armed 
forces will never be committed to 
combat except by decision erf the 
supreme leading bodies of our par- 
ty and state.” This apparently re- 
ferred to his refusal to accept a 
more unified military command of 
Warsaw Pact troops, as proposed 
by Moscow. >_ 

Interest now centers on a major 
foreign-policy speech Mr. Ceauses- 
cu will deliver tomorrow at celebra- 
tions marking the 60th anniversary 
of the formation of the modem 
Romanian state. Western diplo- 
mats believe he is likely to defend 
bis actions forcefully but unlikely 
to provoke a total breach with the 
Warsaw Pact at this time. 


Russia Cites Anns Race 

MOSCOW. Nov. 30 (Reuters) — 
The Soviet Union declared today 
that the defense potential of the 
Warsaw Pact must be strengthened 
to counter what it called the arms 
race launched by NATO. 

_ The Kremlin statement, pub- 
lished in full in today’s newspapers, 
was the first hint in the Soviet press 
that a rise in military expenditures 
was discussed at last week's War- 
saw Pact meeting. 

The statement said the task of 
halting the arms race and launching 
a process of disarmament was “a 
key problem erf contemporary in- 
ternational life.” But it added: 
“However, the Soviet Union pro- 
ceeds from the fact that, in view of 
the arms race sustained and con- 
stantly whipped up by the NATO 
states, the necessity exists to main- 
tain and strengthen the defense po- 
tential of the combined aimed 
forces of the Warsaw Pact." 

The statement made no direct 
reference to Romania. The Soviet 
press has maintained complete si- 
lence on Mr. Ceausescu’s remarks, 
but Tass reported a Polish state- 
ment 
pact’s 

demiting “all actions aimed at 
weakening the unity and the de- 
fense capacity” of the alliance.

“You just don’t begin the SALT 
debate in a European forum like 
that one,” a senior administration 
official complained yesterdav. “At 
least Jackson owed the president an 
opportunity to respond" to his crit- 
icisms of the new pacts before at- 
tacking them publicly, the official 
added. “I really am appalled.” 

Serious Misgiving 

Though Sen. Jackson has long 
been known to harbor serious mis- 
givings about the SALT negotia- 
tions. this was his first public state- 
ment suggesting that he would not 
support the agreements that the 
Carter administration hopes to sub- 
mit to rhe Senate early next year. 

“As it is being negotiated,” Sen. 
Jackson told the NATO group 
Monday in Lisbon, “the treaty will 
permit the Soviets to deploy a sub- 
stantially superior strategic force 
than the United Suites will be 
allowed.” 

The Carter administration and 
its allies in the Senate hotly dispute 
that conclusion. 

At one time, the administration 
was anxious to win Sen. Jackson’s 
approval for its SALT agreements. 
Sen. Jackson is an influential mem- 
ber of the Senate Armed Services 
Committee, and he did support — 
with reservations — the first SALT 
agreements in 1972. 

The administration's initial 
SALT proposals to the Soviets were 
drafted largely to satisfy concerns 
expressed by Sen. Jackson. But 
those proposals were discarded in 
subsequent negotiations, and ad- 
ministration officials held out onlv 
modest hopes that Sen. Jackson 
might support the new agreements. 

In light of his speech Monday. 
Sen. Jackson's support now ap- 
pears unattainable, administration 
officials said yesterdav. 

Officials expressed’ concern last 
night that Sen. Jackson and other 
U.S. delegates to the NATO parli- 
amentarians' meeting, known as 
the North Atlantic Assembly, 
would force a potentially divisive 
vote on SALT in that body. 

Sen. Jackson has backed a move 
by Sen. Ernest Hollings. D-S.C.. 
also a delegate to the assembly in 
Lisbon, to amend a pro-SALT reso- 
lution introduced by a member of 
the Dutch Parliament. 

The Dutchman proposed a gen- 
eral endorsement of SALT and 
East-West detente. Sen. Hollings 
responded with a proposal to en- 
dorse “an equal, balanced, verifi- 
able SALT-2 treaty that will cons- 
train the further growth of Soviet 
nuclear forces deployed agai nst 
members of the North Atlantic 
Alliance.” 

Administration officials said this 
language would be acceptable but 
they hoped for a compromise that 
would please all U.S. delegates to 
the assembly in Lisbon, including 
such pro-SALT members of Con- 
gress as Rep.

The letter reportedly outlined 
Egypt's latest proposals based on 
its acceptance of a U.S. compro- 
mise proposal to hold elections for 
autonomous Palestinian adminis- 
trative councils in the West Bank 


and the Gaza Strip no later than 
the end of next year. 

Israel has already rejected that 
proposal and insisted that the trea- 
ty contain no specific timetable for 
autonomy. 

Mr. Begin received the U.S. Sen- 
ate majority leader. Robert Byrd, in 
his Jerusalem office today. Diplo- 
matic sources said Mr. Begin 
briefed the senator on Israel's re- 
fusal to link a peace treaty with 
Egypt to the Palestinian question. 

Sen. Byrd, D-W.Va., who is tour- 
ing the Middle East as Mr. Carter's 
envoy, would not go into details of 
his 9U-minuie talk - wi rh Mr. Begin, 
but he said he was encouraged bv 
it. 

“I am convinced and encouraged 
by my discussions with Prime Min- 
ister Begin that he is dedicated to 
pursue and complete the work 
which he has so courageously 
begun."

Meanwhile, the former U.S. sec- 
retary of siate.

He said he 
finally, in 1970, called together 
some black and white leaders from 
the South and persuaded them to 
end their differences. To make it 
easier, he said, be provided S1.5 bO- 
lion in federaTfunds. 

He said that the outcome has 
been the successful desegregation 
of the South's schools, and that 
Southern schools are now more de- 
segregated than Northern ones.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30 (NYT) 
— Quietly, and with little public 
debate, the Carter administration is 
taking tentative steps toward a 
drastic revision of the U.S. policy 
of relying upon laige-scale retalia- 
tion for deterring a nuclear war 
with the Soviet Union. 

Aides in the Defense Depart- 
ment and the National Security 
Council cited several new military 
initiatives as indications that the 
government was on the verge of 
whai one called a “revolution” in 
nuclear strategy. According to 
these officials, the purpose of the 
initiatives is to give the United 
States an enhanced ability to wage 
a limited nuclear conflict, in addi- 
tion to its ability to engage in large- 
scale warfare. 

Officials who discussed the issue 
asked not to be identified, because 
nuclear strategy is viewed as deli- 
cate and no firm policy has yet 
been set. 

In part, the new interest in pre- 
paring for a small-scale nuclear war 
is related to the proposed U.S.-So- 
viet arms limitation treaty, because 
programs like the administration's 

f ilan for the extension of civil de- 
ense facilities are seen as a means 
of building support for a new ac- 
cord among conservatives in the 
Senate. But the plans also touch on 
basic strategic questions that have 
been debated since the beginning 
of the nuclear era. 

Series of Proposals 
Although President Carter is on 
record as questioning the feasibility 
of fighting a limited nuclear war, he 
has recently 'endorsed a series of 
proposals that seem to move the 
administration in the direction of 
such a policy. 

One of these, the plan to bolster 
the nation's civil defenses against 
nuclear attack, has just begun to 
stimulate controversy in and out of 
government. Others, such as build- 
ing a new generation of larger, 
more accurate intercontinental mis- 
siles, are likely to spur widespread 
debate. 

In essence, the effect of these ini- 
tiatives is to call into question the 
longstanding concept that the most 
effective way to deter any Soviet 
nuclear strike is to threaten huge 
and instant retaliation against Sovi- 
et a ties and factories. Contending 
that Moscow may not accept this 
concept of mutual deterrence, sup- 
porters of a shift in strategic policy 
made clear that they seek a new 
emphasis on being able taiigbl a 
small-scale nuclear war with Mos- 
cow. a conflict that some suggest 
could go on for weeks or even 
months and would not necessarily 
lead to the devastation of UJ>. and 
Soviet cities. 

For some time, military analysts. 


particularly in the Defease Depart- 
ment, have maintained that 
Moscow's nuclear forces were de- 
signed to fight a limited war and 
that the Soviet Union's civil de- 
fense preparations, its development 
of large missiles and its heavily- 
protected command centers were 
evidence of such a strategy. Now, 
some administration aides are ad- 
vocating a strategy of making 

American forces more like those in 
the Soviet Union. 

Discussion over whether the ad- 
ministration should adopt a so- 
called “nuclear war fighting” strat- 


egy has just begun and bureaucrat- 
ic battle lines are only now being 
drawn. 

According to officials involved in 
the debate, Zbigniew BrzezinskJ, 
Mr. Carter's assistant for national 
security, is a strong supporter of a 
shift in strategy and Defense Secre- 
tary Harold Brown is alio reported 
to be attracted to some aspens of 
the concept. 

Ovct the years a minority school 
of nuclear strategists has contended 
that the United States needed the 
ability to knock out major military 
installations in the Soviet Union 


and to defend against Soviet coun- 
ters trikes. Thus, in the early 1970s, 
these analysts pushed for more ac- 
curate offensive missiles and the 
deployment of an anti ballistic mis- 
sile defense system.

Carter Trims Arms Sales to Non- Allies

WASHINGTON. Nov. 30 (NYT) 
— President Carter announced yes- 
terday that a ceiling of $8.43 billion 
would be put on the total value of 
U.S. arms sales to nations not air 
lied to the Ltaited Slates in the 
1979 fiscal year — a modest reduc- 
tion from this year's total. 

Mr. Carter said the cut would 
represent an 8 percent reduction, or 
5733 million, from the 1978 fiscal- 
year total. But he arrived at this fig- 
ure by using a bookkeeping method 
that took into account the impact 
of inflation. A simple comparison 
of the fiscal 1978 and the fiscal 
1979 total shows a decrease of only 
5117 million. 

Thus, while Mr. Carter has again 
reduced sales to unallied countries, 
the administration is likely to come 
in for criticism from those on Capi- 

N.Y. Post Stops 
Sunday Edition 

NEW YORK. Nov. 30 (NYT) — 
The New York Post announced 
yesterday that it would suspend 
publication of its eight-week-old 
Sunday edition. 

Rupert Murdoch, publisher of 
the Post, said in a statement that 
the paper would not be issued “un- 
til we are able to assemble all the 
elements of a full Sunday paper 
and. secondly, satisfactory agree- 
ments are reached with all unions." 

The Sunday paper, planned by 
the Post for some time, first 
appeared Ocl 8. while a strike con- 
tinued at The New York Times and 
the Daily News. Mr. Murdoch had 
withdrawn from joint negotiations 
between the publishers of the three 
newspapers and the pressmen’s un- 
ion and reached a separate settle- 
ment.

Mr. Carter's ceiling is a self-im- 
posed one. Under law. however, the 
administration must send plans for 
specific transactions to Congress, 
which has 30 days to disapprme 
them ir it wishes. 

In a statement released by the 
White House yesterday afternoon, 
Mr. Carter said he was “pleased to 
announce that this government has 
kept its pledge to take the leader- 
ship in restraining arms sales." In a 
clear reference to continuing U.S. 
military support for Israel, he add- 
ed that the cut “was consistent with 
our national security interests, in- 
cluding our historic interest in the 
security of the Middle East." 

At the same time, he indicated 
that the administration could not 
continue its restraint policy indefi- 
nitely without other arms exporters 
following suit. Accordingly, he said 
the administration was not making 
a “maximum effort" to achieve the 
cooperation of other major arms' 
suppliers. He went on: 

“My decision on American arms 
transfer levels for fiscal year 1980 
will depend on the degree of coop- 
eration we receive in the coming 
year from other nations, particular- 
ly in the area of specific achieve- 
ments and evidence of concrete 
progress on arms transfer 
restraint” 

So far. the administration has 
not succeeded in getting its major 
competitors in the aims trade. Brit- 
ain, France and the Soviet Union, 
to join it in cutting back on sales. 
Early last year. Paris and London 
informed Mr. Carter that they 
would not restrain exports until 
Washington was able to convince 
Moscow to go along with the idea. 

The administration began negoti- 
ations with Moscow late last year 
and a round of talks on arms re- 
straint is scheduled next month in 


Mexico City. Although Soviet lead- 
ers seemed originally cool to the 
idea. State Department aides report 
(hat Moscow has shown more inter- 
est in some type of accord restrict- 
ing exports to Latin America and 
possibly other regions. 

The possibility of a Soviet-U-S. 
agreement on arms sales, officials 
said, has thus prompted Mr. Carter 
to press London and Paris once 
again to cut back on exports. De- 
spite these developments, several 
aides expressed doubt over the abil- 
ity of the administration to get 
other military exporters to exercise 
genuine restraint in the immediate 
future. 

As a result, they said that Mr. 
Carter's ceiling for fiscal 1979 
could be the last. One reason is that 
the administration is coming under 
heavy pressure from domestic arms 
producers to remove the ceiling. 

Versailles Blast 
Yields 15 Years 

PARIS, Nov. 30 (AP) — France's 
State Security Court imposed 15- 
year jail terms today on two Breton 
nationalists round guilty of setting 
a bomb that severely damaged part 
of the Versailles Palace. 

The bomb blast June 26 wrecked 
three rooms, just opened after meti- 
culous restoration, and shredded a 
number of historic paintings of Na- 
poleonic triumphs. Damage was es- 
timated at $1 million, and one 
guard suffered minor injuries:

“If you stand firmly, they will give,” Natalia Solzhenitsyn said 
yesterday. “If it’s only a matter of fashion . , . then this wfll be 
very bad for our prisoners of conscience. Your country is the leader 
of the free world and whether you want it or not, this mram re- 
sponsibility for you," she said. “The fate of the world . . . depends 
on the spirit of your country.” 

She warned Americans not to be taken in by small victories such 
as the release of one or more dissidents. “They put on a nice white 
shin and you think they are gentlemen," she warned. “They are not 
gentlemen. They are gangsters." 

Mrs. Solzhenitsyn’s speech and news conference at Dartmouth 
College was her first major public appearance since joining her 
husband in exile in the United States four years ago.

(AP) — Moslem refugees — as 
many as 225,000 — - who fled pre- 
dominantly Buddhist Burma this 
spring are reluctant to return from 
squalid refugee comps in Bangla- 
desh to reportedly hospitable repa- 
triation centers and their ancestral 
homes. 

United Nations officials in Ran- 
goon say that by the middle of this 
month, after 2 Vi months of repatri- 
ation, only 5,300 bad returned to 
Burma's nigged northwestern Aba- 
kan region. Based on an formula 
agreed upon by Burma and Bangla- 
desh, in which 2.000 refugees were 
to return every third day, the num- 
ber should have been 50,000. 

The refugees, Rohingyea 
Moslems, Oed across the 150-mile 
border to predominantly Moslem 
Bangladesh, claiming that Moslems 
had men murdered, raped and im- 
prisoned by the Burmese Army and 
Buddhist gangs in the Andean.

The Moslems' reluctance to re- 
turn apparently stems from fears of 
what might await them in the Ara- 
kan, as well as from tensions within 
the refugee community in Bangla- 
desh. After the repatriation agree- 
ment in July, about 10,000 refugees 
slipped from the camps to thwart 
attempts to return them, according 
to officials in Dacca. 

Ba n gladesh Home Minister Mus- 
tafizur Rahman, said last week that 
at least 15 persons bad been killed 
in the camps recently by police 
forced to fire when, on three occa- 
sions, some of those returning to 
Burma were attacked by other refu- 
gee groups with weapons.

Turks Vote 5-Year Plan 

ANKARA Nov. 30, (Reuteral — 
The Social Democratic government 
of Premier Buleni Ecevit succeeded 
in having its new five-year develop- 
ment plan passed by Parliament 
last night.

UmSm Statehouse 
Document Find . 
Called Priceless 

CONCORD, N.H., Nov. 30 
(UPI) — Office workers cleaning a 
New Hampshire Statehouse vault 
have discovered priceless parch- 
ment originals of the U.S. Bill of 
Rights and 11th Amendment and a 
rare copy of the Declaration of 
Independence. 

The documents, in clear lettering 
on only slightly soiled parchment 
that feels crisp to the touch, were 
unveiled here at a news conference. 

Secretary of State William 
Gardner said the documents were 
found eight weeks ago stuffed into 
the end of a. 15-foot-long metal 
storage tube. 

George Cdnha, director emeritus 
of the New England Document 
Conservation Center, which helped 
authenticate the documents, .said 
the copies of the Bill of Rights and 
Uth Amendment were among the 
originals sent to the 13 states in 
1789 and 1794, respectively. The 
copy of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence was- engraved on orders 
of President John Quincy Adams in 
the late 1 820s, he said. - 

Mr. Gardner said the engraved 
copy is in better condition than the 
original' 1776 document, which is 
oh display at the National Archives 
in Washington. 
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Cleveland Clinic Tells of Operation Khaled 

No Hospital Routine for Saudi Monarch 


CLEVELAND, Nov. 30 (AP) — 
He was loaned paintings from 
museums, offered personal gratui- 
tous services from a beauty salon 
employee and served such delica- 
cies as baked whole Iamb, pancakes 
and Turkish bonbons. 

Almost everyone, it seems, tried 
to make life more livable for Saudi 
Arabia's King Khaled during the 
month he spent at the Cleveland 
Clinic undergoing coronary bypass 
surgery. 

And just in case anyone wanted 
to min his stay, the 64-year-old 
monarch was closely guarded by 
the U.S. Secret Service, the Explo- 
sive Ordnance Division of the U.S. 
Army, the Slate Department. Saudi 
police, the Saudi royal guard and 
the Cleveland police. 

These and other details were re- 
vealed yesterday in a 37-page re- 
port by the clinic, which had been 
notably dosemouthed while King 
Khaled was in town from Sept. 27 
to Oct. 27. The report said the king 
paid for the security, refurbishing 
the hospital and employee over- 
time. But the price tag was not dis- 
closed. 

King Khaled* s 18-room, 36-bed 
suite -was furnished in English 
decor, with thick carpeting and 
paintings, some obtained from the 
Cleveland Museum of Art. 

The hospital food service pre- 


pared baked whole lamb three 
times for King Khaled and his im- 
mediate retinue of 50, including 
one lamb served with the head on. 

The retinue particularly enjoyed 
pancakes doused with maple syrup 
or honey for breakfast. As for the 
king himself, food services director 
Solly Eyerdam said the kin g espe-

Greed Found to Be Rare Motive 
For Many Bank Robbers in US. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30 (AP) — The only reason for robbing a 
bank is to steal money, right? Wrong, says a psychiatrist who stud- 
ied more than 200 bank robbers and found their motives ranged 
from proving their manhood to embarrassing a domineering wife. 

The robbery often had very little, if any, relationship to the theft 
of money for personal profit. Dr. Donald Johnston concluded after 
a two-year study of federal convicts. 

Dr. Johnston, an assistant professor of psychiatry at the Univer- 
sity of Colorado Medical Center in Denver, described his findings 
in an article in the American Journal of Psychiatry. 

One convict robbed a bank twice to punish his domineering wife. 

The psychiatrist also said he encountered a substantial number 
of men whose robberies were motivated by sexual confusion or 
frustration over being homosexuals. 

Until be began the study. Dr. Johnston said, he too had accepted 
the conventional wisdom that most bank robbers are like Willie 
Sutton, a notorious thief who said that he robbed banks because 
“that’s where the money is." Dr. Johnston wrote that after a time. 
“I found myself searching for the normal bank robbers, those solely 
motivated by Sutton’s law. I found few.

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Slipping Away 


The year when so much was to be decided 
about the future of blacks and whites in 
southern Africa is drawing to a close and 
nothing has happened. Nothing at least that 
might, in Western eyes, be viewed as progress 
toward a reasonable and peaceful settlement 
of the future. Everywhere things have re- 
mained as they were or have slipped back- 
ward.

A modest new effort, it is true, has been 
launched toward the rigging up of another 
Rhodesia conference. Britain has sent an em- 
issary in the form of Cledwyn Hughes on a 
reporting tour of Rhodesia, South Africa and 
the front-line States to determine what the 
sentiments are toward such a gathering of all 
interested parties. He will be talking to the 
front-line chiefs of state, the leaders of the 
Patriotic Front and Ian Smith. He will also 
visit Pretoria to see what the temperature is 
there. 

Meanwhile, the South African authorities 
will be conducting their own private election 
in South-West Africa, or Namibia, to set 
things straight their way before the United 
Nations can organize its free election some 
time next year. These questions are quite dis- 
tinct from each other, as diplomats enjoy 
pointing out But in the public mind, Africa 
south of the 16th parallel is convulsed by one 
broad issue only — the struggle between a 
ruling white minority and an oppressed black 
majority. 

Rhodesia is, of course, the most immediate 
and most dangerous theater of conflict Mr. 
Smith's “internal settlement" was supposed 
to initiate a gradual integration of blacks into 
the government until a fair proportion of 
representation was reached. This plan has 
run into the expected obstacles, not the least 
of which is the guerrilla war being carried on 


The British and Americans have made re- 
peated and unsuccessful attempts to come to 
an international arrangement which would 
satisfy all concerned without much success. 
Mr. Hughes' journey signifies another try, 
but there is little reason to think that the 
minds of Mr. Smith or the Patriotic Front 
have changed in recent months. Everything 
and everyone are still on collision course. 

About the only consolation is the evidence 
that the Russians and the Cubans are still 
largely onlookers. The Patriotic Front has ac- 
cepted Soviet arms — they would accept 
arms from anyone — but so far they have 
avoided any direct political connection with 
Moscow or Havana. Such a connection, how- 
ever, remains a real threat, and rightly so, in 
the calculations of Western diplomats. Just 
because the Russians have been unsuccessful 
in other parts of Africa does not preclude 
theit interference in this fertile region. 


But the real source of discouragement is 
still South Africa itself. Years of threats and 
pleadings on the part of Western leaders of 
every possible complexion have had no prac- 
tical effect. The South Africans are staking 
all on the chance they can successfully ignore 
the evolution of mankind in the last half of 
the 20th Century, of its morals as well as its 
politics. To everyone else their power and the 
policies they apply it to seem to be surely 
slipping away. But not to them. 


The U.S. Trade Deficit 


In spite of the gloomy trend in U.S. exports 
and imports this falL it still seems likely that 
this country's enormous trade deficit will 
shrink next year. The figures for October 
were unexpectedly bad; imports set a new 
record, and exports actually declined. This 
year's exports will fall more than S30 billion 
short of balancing the goods and materials 
that the United States buys abroad. But 
events seem likely to push toward better per- 
formance next year. Certainly this country 
has an urgent interest in getting that deficit 
down. 


* * * 


When a Foreign-trade deficit is both large 
and persistent, it begins to have serious con- 
sequences for the way things work at home. 
T7ie trade deficit pushes down the exchange 
rate of the dollar, which in turn contributes 
to inflation. At the same time, a large deficit 
acts as a brake on the growth of the U.S. 
economy. Because it takes purchasing power 
out of the country, its effect Is the opposite 
of a federal budget deficit’s. That, in fact, is 
one of the reasons for the very large budget 
deficits of the past couple Of years- Hie ad- 
ministration has been using federal spending 
to offset the effects, on jobs and prosperity, 
of exports that fall far short of paying for the 
country's imports. 

Why expect that deficit to decline in the 
months ahead? One reason is that the current 
economic expansion in the United States is 
slackening off. possibly with a recession 
ahead. Meanwhile, West Germany seems to 
be moving into a modest boom. That will cut 
both the U.S. trade deficit arid the West Ger- 
man surplus. 


the way people buy automobiles. If a foreign 
car meets a certain taste, and its maker has 
earned a reputation for reliability, its sales 
will hold up fairly well even if a falling dollar 
makes that car more expensive. Some cus- 
tomers will turn elsewhere, but not all of 
them and not immediately. The same thing 
happens in all kinds of machin ery and manu- 
factured goods. 

In any forecasts of U.S. foreign trade, 
there are two big question marks. One-fifth 
of U.S. exports are agricultural products, and 
their sales depend heavily on weather and 
harvests abroad. They also depend on the de- 
cisions by the rulers of the two big Commu- 
nist countries regarding the standards of nu- 
trition for their people. More meat and bread 
for Soviet and Chinese tables means higher 
prices for U.S. com and wheat — and a fur- 
ther reduction in the U.S. trade deficit. On 
the other side of the ledger, this country^ 
biggest import is, of course, oil OPEC is 
about to raise its prices, and higher prices 
will widen the deficit. 

That is the paradox of interdependence. 
High and rising volumes of foreign trade and 
investment make people richer around the 
world. But the process costs every govern- 
ment a degree of influence over money, pric- 
es and jobs in its own country. Governments 
promise their citizens both prosperity and 
stability, and then discover both of them 
threatened by international trends that no 
government can control.

The fall of the U.S. dollar makes U.S. 
goods cheaper abroad. That helps expand 
exports. Unfortunately, the impact has been 
neither as rapid nor as widespread as most 
people had expected. It turns out that a 
country cannot rely on small changes in cur- 
rency values to keep its international ac- 
counts automatically balanced. That has 
been one of the surprises in the past five 
years’ experience with floating exchange 
rates. The explanation for it can be seen in 


There are two kinds of response. One is' 
protectionism. It's wrong in principle and 
costly in practice. The other possibility is the 
rapid development of international trading 
rules and worldwide finan cial institutions 
strong enough to stabilize the flows of goods 
and money within tolerable limits. If the 
present forecasts are correct, and the U.S. 
trade deficit is now diminishing, the United 
States will shortly be relieved of a dangerous 
and distracting kind of economic pressure. 
But that relief will be only temporary, unless 
this country and its partners make progress 
toward international systems that can guide 
and contain the next turn of the cycle.

B RUSSELS — Kirill Mazurov 
has just been removed from 
the Politburo, but not “for reasons 
of health and at Ins request” not- 
withstanding the announcement by 
Tass.

The more we read about the 
members' pathetic dependence on 
their paranoid lead e r, the less we 
understand.

“prime suspects” and co-authoring 
a book on the case called “Code 
Name ‘Zorro.' ” 

He surfaced in the Guyana trage- 
dy as a lawyer for the People's 
Temple and its leader, the Rev. Jim 
Jones. Lane's role in the affair 
should prove fascinating to stu- 
dents of legal ethics, or, fra - that 
matter, of human decency. Com- 
pare what he said before the mass 
suicide-murders and after. 

Before, Lane described the 
Jonestown commune as a noble ex- 
periment in socialism, targeted for 
destruction try a conspiracy among 
“American intelligence organiza- 
tions” and other government agen- 
cies. A month before the end. a 
People's Temple press release quot- 
ed him as saying: 

“It makes me almost weep to see 
such an incredible experiment with 
such vast potential for the human 
spirit and the soul of this country, 
to be cruelly assaulted by the intel- 
ligence operations.” 

He flew to Jonestown with Con- 
gressman Leo Ryan and the accom- 


temp la ted mass death. He called 
Jones a “murderer” and said bis 
death was the “first stage” in a 
“roaster plan" of murder. 

“The second stage,” Lane said, 
“required those who survived to 
condemn Jim Jones, to say he was a 
fascist paranoid, that it was the re- 
sult of one man’s actions, and then 
themselves to use their resources — 
some small group of people — to 
kill all the defectors and at the 
same time to kill public officials

responsibility for what happened at 
Jonestown. He answered mat con- 
cerned relatives of the commune 
members had known far more than 
he about conditions there.

Mr. Hernandez Colon claimed 
that the eventual resolution, calling 
for a complete transfer of sover- 
eignty over Puerto Rico from 
Washington to San Juan before 
Puerto Ricans finally decide their 
political status, was a victory for 
him since the resolution did not 
rule out his idea of Puerto Rico’S 
“free association” with the United 
States as an acceptable status. 

The alliance with the Cubans 
and leftists made many Popular 
Democratic Party supporters on 
the island unhappy and nervous 
about what Mr. Hernandez Colon’s 
eventual thesis on the island’s sta- 
tus would say. They were fearful 
that it might look too much like 
independence. 

The divisions were finally 
thrashed out at a meeting Nov. II- 
12 at Mr. Munoz Marin's home in 
the San Juan suburbs, which ended 
with a declaration inspired by the 
host that gave everyone something 
to be happy about.

In other words, Mr. Hernandez 
Colon was told U3 Stop talking 
about ‘’free association* and to 
speak of “permanent union" 
instead.

Atlantic City Neighbors Feuding 
After Offer to Buy Whole Block 

ATLANTIC CITY, N J. (AP) — It’s neighbor against neighbor on a 
block of boardwalk beachfront after a real-estate agent, thought to be 
representing a mysterious casino hotel developer, offered to pay home- 
owners SI 00,000 each for their property — but only if all agree to sell. 

SLity of the 72 homeowners on the block bounded by Boardwalk and 
Texas, Bellevue and Pacific Avenues are willing to take the $100,000, 
according to local real-estate man Richard Bloom. Homes sold recently in 
the area went for about $40,000. 

Mr. Bloom said he made the offer two months ago on behalf of Jean 
Savage of Nutley, NX and Rn th Spector of Queens, N.Y., the listed 
owners of HEJJ. Inc. of Nutley. There is speculation that HEIJ represents 
a potential, but unnamed, casino developer. 

‘You can see the overwhelming majority of the people want to sell,” 
said Rita DeNota, a Texas Avenue homeowner who circulated a petition 
from those who want to sell urging holdouts to join the deal “Some of 
them — a lot of the old people — are doing it for sentiment and jazz like 
that," she said. "But most of them are . . .just greedy, that's alL” 

Bernard and Lillian Klempfner were the first to oppose the offer pub- 
licly. Mrs. Klempfner, who is confined to a wheelchair, has easy access to 
the boardwalk from their house on a small alley off Texas Avenue. “Ever- 
ytime you'd see some of these people," Mr. Klempfner said, “it was the 
same thing — ‘Did you sign yet?’ You'd ihink it was a matter of life and 
death. I have to tell you that the same people who used to be my friends T 
now dislike intensely. That’s a terrible thing.” 

Gertrude Pruzan, who has lived on Bellevue Avenue for all of her SS 
years, is another of the holdouts. “I just don't want to give them my 
house, to teQ the truth," she said. “This is my place and I want to keep iL 
If I sell, it’ll be so someone can move in, not tear the place down.”

WASHINGTON, Nov. 30 fWp) 
— A long-awaited study by the 
Federal Trade Commission has rec- 
ommended that the term “health 
food" be banned from all food 
advertising. It said there was no 
such thing as health food. 

In its report, released Tuesday, 
the FTC staff recommended re- 
strictions od “unfair or deceptive” 
advertising of food relative to nu- 
trition and health. 

The proposed rule, which will be 
subject to public comment for 60 
days before the commission takes it 
up for consideration, calls for ma- 
jor limitations as to what food com- 
panies — which spent SI. 3 billion 
on advertising in 1977 — can say 
about their products. 

The food industry withheld com- 
ment on the proposal until it had a 
chance to study the report. 

“The rulemaking record indi- 
cates that advertising which fails to 
provide adequate nutrition infor- 
mation has resulted in widespread 
consumer confusion about such 
terms as energy, diet, natural, 
organic, and health.” The FTC 
said. The staff report made recom- 
mendations in four areas: 

• When foods are promoted as 
providing “food energy," or as a 
“diet" food, “advertisements must 
disclose the number of calories in 
stated servings or lhe foods.” the 
staff proposed. “This section would 
prohibit certain false claims about 
the value or foods and nutrients as 
sources of energy." 

The staff said that any ads con- 
taining “food energy” claims would 
have to define “food energy" as 
merely meaning that the food pro- 
vides calories. 

• Any advertisements that dis- 
cuss the fat. fatly acid, and choles- 
terol content of food would, under 
the staff proposal, have to “disclose 
information necessary to enable the 
public to understand and evaluate 
the claim." 

Although such advertisements 
would be allowed to discuss the 
relationship, for example, between 
the diet and the risk of heart dis- 
ease, it also would have to, under 
the proposed rules, indicate what

role the food being advertised has 
in such a relationship. 

FTC staff member Thomas 
Donegan explained that it would 
be acceptable under the new rules, 
for example,' if an advertisement 
for a low-cholesterol margerine said 
that “no single food can stop heart 
disease" but went on to extol the 
benefits of a low-cholesterol dieL 

• The report said lhat the terms 
“natural.” “organic" and “health" 
“are currently used in misleading 
ways and are often misunderstood 
by "consumers” 

Consequently, the staff recom- 
mended that advertisers be banned 
from using "natural” if the food, or 


any of its ingredients has been 
more than minimally processed, or 
if it contains any artificial or syn- 
thetic ingredient. “Organic" also 
would be forbidden if the food was 
grown with certain types of fertiliz- 
ers or if artificial or synthetic sub- 
stances. such as pesticides, were ap- 
plied to iL 

As for the term “health food,” 
the FTC staff felt that the term 
should be banned entirely “because 
it cannot be defined or qualified in 
any meaningful way." 

• Certain types of health-related 
claims, such as the ability of certain 
foods to prevent or ireaL disease. ' 
also would be banned if found to 


be false or misleading. The\e provi- 
sions would he based on guidelines 
of the Food and Drag Administra- 
tion. 

Mr. Donegan said the proposed 
rules “will not have the effect of in- 
creasing prices." and would “re- 
duce the search cost for von-tunier* 
looking for certain types of food." 

Sandra Willett of the National 
Consumers League welcomed the 
proposed regulations, saying that 
“most of us* equate ‘natural' with 
goodness, and companies will fre- 
quently use the word "natural' a- an 
excuse to raise prices,” when the 
food iv not markedly different from 
earlier versions.

A Fiery but Unconvincing Updating of ' Tempest s 

J perversely destroying the plays 

final moments of reconciliation

J^ONDON, Nov. 30 (IHT) — 


Michael Bogdanov’s mod- 
em-dress ^reduction of Shake- 


speare's “The Tempest'’ at the 
Young Vic is the best in his un- 
convincing “Action Men” 
sequence, which yokes it togeth- 
er with “Richard II" and 
“Hamlet" as a trilogy about the 
struggle for power. 

The reduction of the plays to 
such a simple theme achieves a 
certain clarity, but at the ex- 
pense of any poetic dimension. 
Although this matters most in 
“The Tempest,’’ Bogdanov's fus- 
sy updating of the plays is here 
less obtrusive (Prospero's island 
is. after all, out of time), al- 
though he has still wielded his 
axe — lopping the work so that 
it emerges as a dream of failure. 

Prospero is, literally, the still 
center of the opening storm, an 
aging exile in slightly shabby 


clothes, sitting at a cafe table 
with a bonk of red wine, some 
French bread and cheese, and 
dreaming of what might have 
been. He remains at his litt e 
table for most of the plav, while 
the action swirls around him. 


Restrained Action 

One effect of this is to restrain 
the physical action of the play. 
The shipwreck is a static affair, 
played out by a group of station- 
ary, chanting figures, and the 
boisterous comedy of Trinculo 
and Stephano is confined to the 
periphery of the stage. 

It is dear that the action is no 
more than an old man’s idle fan- 
tasy. That may be a possible ap- 
proach to the play, and Bog- 
danov quotes in nis program 
note the view of a psychiatrist. 
Anthony Ryle, that “one import- 
ant way of regarding the play is 
Prospero’ s dream." 

But Bogdanov goes 


and acceptance. At the end. 
when Prospero brings together 
the disparate groups and ex- 
plains his purpose, the others ig- 
nore him. mm their backs and 
talk among themselves. His final 
“Please you. draw near'* is. a de- 
spairing cry: everyone deserts, 
leaving him totally alone. 

Bogdanov's conclusion — that 
men are not changed by experi- 
ence, that men wul continue to 
do the evil they do and that ma- 
turity is a dream — quite- de- 
stroys Shakespeare’s harmony.

Seen Peaking as 
Supplies Grow 

CHICAGO, Nov. 30 (AP-DJ) — 
Soybean prices appear to have 
peaked after a sharp run-up that 
began in early August, analysts say. 
Growth in demand for the key 
oilseed seems to be slowing, while 
supplies appear to be headed for 
further abundance, they observe. 

For the first time since soybean 
prices skyrocketed out of their trad- 
itional trading range six years ago, 
"production could exceed the 
growth in demand," says Ray Dan- 
iel, agricultural economics director 
of Cnase Econometric Associates 
Inc., a Chase Manhattan corp. 
UnlL 

Overseas customers for US. soy- 
beans “are well supplied" and Bra- 
zil, the key competitor for export 
orders, “is" very well planted" with 
its new crop, says Walter Green- 
span, senior commodity economist 
for Shearson Hayden Stone. He 
predicts that U.S. farmers will sell 
soybeans into the market whenever 

prices seem to be rising, and he 
notes that U.S. export sales orders 
have trailed year-earlier levels dur- 
ing the past few weeks. 

U.S. farmers harvested a record 
1.81 billion bushels of soybeans 
this autumn, enough to displace- 
wbeai as the second biggest crop in 
the country; corn is stflJ by far the 
biggest. Moreover, analysts say. 
some hefty 1979 production in- 
creases appear likely both in the 
United States and in Brazil, respec- 
tively the world's largest and sec- 
ond-largest soybean growers.

WASHINGTON. Nov. 30 (NYT) — U.S, intelli- 
gence may well have underestimated Mexican oil 
resources. Quietly, the flow has begun to figure 
prominently in the energy calculations of U.S. offi- 
cials as they project the nation’s future consumer, 
industrial and strategic needs. 

Within the last two years, production in Mexico 
has doubled. Exports to the United States hare 
nearly quadrupled. And estimates of Mexico’s 
“possible” oil reserves have leapt enough to 
prompt speculation that Mexico may conceivably 
be the world’s richest source of ofl. surpassing even 
Saudi Arabia in its long-term potential. 

According to UB. estimates. Mexico has 50 bil- 
lion barrels of “proven" reserves and 157 billion 
barrels of probable reserves, with tbe rest "possi- 
ble.” The latest intelligence estimate of Mexico’s 
proven reserves — the most conservative yardstick, 
which includes only oil deposits of known quantity 
and known to be economically recoverable — Is 
roughly three times the figure published earlier this 
year by tbe Oil and Gas Journal, an industry publi- 
cation. 

Mexican oil production is 15 million barrels a 
day now and is projected to rise to four to five 
million barrels a day within two to three years. Of 
current production, 320.000 barrels a day are im- 
ported into the United States to provide 5J per- 
cent of U.S. imported oiL Saudi Arabia provides 
165 percent of the oil imported here, ana Nigeria 
15.2 percent. Imports contribute about 40 percent 
of U.S. oil consumption. 

a n London, U.S. Energy Secretary James 
esinger warned yesterday that the “crunch 
point" in world oil supplies will be reached by the 
mid-1980s or by the early 1990s at the latest. He 
said political instability in Iran and other Middle 
Eastern countries could interrupt oil supplies even 
earlier, United Press Internationa] reported.] 
Officials here have drafted proposals for a new 


policy toward Mexico and President Carter report- 
edly will decide on tbe framework of that policy 
before he goes to Mexico City on a visit scheduled 
for February. 

In their latest assessment U.S. officials said they 
thought the consequences of the Mexican oil devel- 
opment would include the following:

Mexico is not a member of 
OPEC and has given no sign of joining. 

• The income from Mexican oil will obviously 
contribute to economic development there and wifi 
ease the high rate of unemployment. That wifi less- 
en the pressures on Mexicans to slip illegally into 
the United States. 

• Strategically. Mexico gives the United States 
another source of supply that decreases UJS. de- 
pendence on Saudi Arabia. Iran and other Middle 
Eastern suppliers.

Currency Market Rife With Suspicion 


NEW YORK, Nov. 30 (AP-DJ) 
— Foreign-exchange market parti- 
cipants are beset by morning-after 
misgivings, jealousies and suspi- 
cions following President Carter's 
$30-biUion surprise package to de- 
fend the dollar announced Nov. 1. 

There is widespread suspicion in 
the market that — despite huge 
losses by many traders that had 
heavily bought other, currencies — 
some traders did make money as a 
result of advance knowledge of 
what was going to happen: infor- 
mation obtained by fair means or 
fouL 

Despite Washington's satisfac- 
tion that the secret was totally pre- 
served for maximum impact, the 
most bitter among the bankers 
grumble that someone must have 
had “leaks" of what was in the off- 
ing. As circumstantial evidence, 
they note that the dollar's record 
low (against an average of major 
countries' currencies) was reached 
two days before the action, while 
on the very day before, the dollar 
already had started recovering 

It would be in keeping with the 
closeness of government and busi- 
ness in Japan, some international 
sources say, if the authorities there 
had, however subtly, tipped Tokyo 
commercial bankers to the immi- 
nent possibility of action. Why oth- 
erwise, wonders a New York busi- 
nessmen, would a Japanese clieat 
have wired earlier that week an ur- 
gent request for its total bill? 

Ju m pi n g the Gun 

Typically, the client (a financial 
institution) had to be dunned for 
six to eight months, he notes: but 
by paying before Nov. I, it could 
still buy the needed dollars cheaply. 

Moreover, on the morning of 
Nov. 1, reports a US. bank execu- 
tive in London, there was a spurt of 
dollar-buying in the “three or four 
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minutes" before the news wires 
flashed word of the White House

A New York 
rumor, on the other hand, has it 
that a Midwestern bank cashed in 
handsomely thanks to Washington 
connections.

The legality of receiving and 
benefiting from any such informa- 
tion is not in question, and indeed, 
cynical bankers confide privately 
that they would not hesitate to do 
the same if they could. “1 wish I 
could be part of these leaks," envi- 
ously (rets a European trader here. 
According to those who fed like 
outsiders, the most likdy to have 
"inside" information are bankers 
who once worked in the federal 
agencies involved in such matters 
and who thus might have special 
access to their former colleagues. 

Although there is no doubt that 
big banks do bid eagerly to employ 
former Washington officials, those 
which have hired them counter that 
it is not in hopes of anything so 
blatant, and easily discoverable, as 
favoritism. Rather, it is because 
“they can read the tea leaves," one 
New York executive argues. 

While the officials' statements in 
the run-up to Nov. 1 left most trad- 
ers convinced the administration 
would let the dollar sink indefinite- 
ly, the better-connected bankers ac- 
knowledge benefiting from clues 
which relatively few are equipped 
to decipher — such as simple 
silence. 

One banker eminent enough to 
frequently phone Treasury experts 
found that in the final days before 
Nov. 1. “nobody called back." He 
is not complaining, as such treat- 
ment in times of monetary disarray 
always means that “something is 
cooking." Considering both the 


dollar's downward momentum and 
the well-known nature of the only 
possible measures, says a former 
U.S. official, "nobody had to send 
me a telegram'' as to what was like- 
ly, and how soon. 

Protecting their own reputations 
at the expense of the market’s 
image, one New Yorker charges, 
the losers simply invented “scurril- 
lous" rumors: “When you’ve lost a 
lot, there’s nothing better to tell 
your boss than that somebody else 
had a leak." 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30 (NYT) 
— The managers of the Carter

U.S. Institutes 
New Pricing 
On Natural Gas 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30 (UPI) 
— Consumers' natural gas bills 
could rise sharply next month un- 
der new government gas pricing 
rules that take effect tomorrow. 

The rules change and its result- 
ing price hike were a result of the 
natural gas law passed by Congress 
as part of President Carter’s energy 
legislation. It was the first overhaul 
of the gas law since 1938. 

Under the law’s provisions, 
about 85 percent of the nation’s gas 
supply will qualify immediately for 
a price hike to cover the effect of 
inflation since April 1977, the date 
on which maximum prices in the 
natural gas law were based. For 
most categories of gas. the initial 
inflation adjustment could boost 
prices about 13 percent. 

Newly discovered gas can com- 
,mand a premium price if it meets a 
scries of technical requirements. 
State regulatory agencies and the 
UJS. Geological Survey will decide 
whether gas from a specific well 
qualifies as "new." 

Federal regulations extend for 
the first time to gas sold within the 
state where it was produced. But 
controls over the price of most new 
gas will be phased out through Jan. 
1. 1985.

ESSA YS ON LITER.4TURE AND POLlTiCS 1 932 - 1 972 

By Philip Rahv. Edited by ArabelJ. Porter and Andrew J. Dvosin. 
With a Memoir by Mary McCarthy. Houghton Mifflin . 366 pp.

P HILIP RAHV was quite right 
in leaving, out most of his po- 
litical essays From his three collec- 
tions of criticism. These - essays 
weren’t very good, and he probably 
knew it They were, of course, 
“correct” as we have come on the 
whole to a^ree with the meaning of 
“correct" in the history of the 
American lef (-intelligentsia from 
Lenin to Nixon. 

' That is. they faithfully recorded 
his revulsioa from Stalinism In the 
1930s. his sense that pacifism was 
not a sane response to Hitler in the 
’40s, his uneasy accommodation 
with establishmemariaa liberalism 
in the ’50s, his opposition to the 
Vietnam War in the ’60s. and his 
hopes for and dismay at the specta- 
cle of the New Left in the ‘70s. And 
it seems likely that Rahv, more per- 
haps as an editor than as a writer, 
was indispensable in defining the 
disputatious political style of such 
Partisan Review intellectuals as 
Dwight Macdonald, Mary McCar- 
thy. Meyer Schapiro, Harold 
Rosenberg, the Trillings. Irving 
Howe and so on. 

But it Is primarily as a literary 
critic that he will be remembered 
and cherished — the European, as 
Mary McCarthy puts it in her mar- 
velous memoir, who jumped into 
American literary waters and 
refused to swim with the tide: and 
the modernist, who brought us Kaf- 
ka and Gpgol and Dostoyevsky 
and who rdected the damp religios- 
ity of the Christ-pushing New Crit- 
ics on the banks of the Sewanee 
Review. 

Dormant Radicalism 

His radicalism was dormant for 
three decades. His Marxism, or, as 
he sometimes called it, his “demo- 
cratic socialism,” was never as mus- 
cular as. say, Irving Howe’s in the 
’50s and the ’60s. And, at the begin- 
ning and at the end, when he did 
speak of politics, his tone was 
bumptious and his. ideas hand-me- 
downs. 

Thus, in 1932. he could tell us in 
the pages of New Masses that the 
Greek idea of “katharsis” as formu- 
lated by Aristotle was “merely a 
sort of transcendental mental 
laxative,” “a static, passive concep- 
tion quite in line with the needs of 
a slave-owning class . . unwilling 
to permit the even tenor of its para- 
sitic existence to be disturbed by 
gruesome realities,” whereas a 
"proletarian kath arsis" impels us 
"to a course of action, of militant 
struggle; it objectifies art to such a 
degree that it becomes instrumental 
in aiding to change the workL?- 

And thus, in 1 97 1. quoting Lenin 
against Tom Hayden in the pages 
of Modena Occaiions, he could say 
that “one’s disappointment with 
the experience of the New Left 
comes down precisely to tins: that 
it has failed- to crystallize from 


within itself a guiding organization 
— one need not be afraid of nam- 
ing it a centralized and disciplined 
party, for so far no one has invent- 
ed a substitute for such a party — 
capable of engaging in daily and 
even pedestrian activity while keep- 
ing itself sufficiemlv alert on the id-

One of the reasons, perhaps, that 
bridge is a more popular game than 
chess is that justice plays a minor 
role, at any rate in the short run. 
On any given deaL it is quite likely 
that somebody will break even or 
even gain after making a bad bid, a 
bad play or a bad defense. 

South made a terrible bid. oh the 
diagramed deal, reached a terrible 
contract and survived with some 
help from his opponents. 

The opening of one diamond, the 
response of one heart and the over- 
all of one spade were all quite nor- 
mal but South then wept berserk. 
He had sat through a long evening 
without picking up anything close 
to an opening bid. so 16 high-card 
points and good distribution 
seemed, relatively speaking, like the 
world’s fair. 

Since a one-level response sbows 
very little, a direct jump to Black- 
wood by the opener is alihost 
nonexistent. It might happen with a 
6-5- 1-1 distribution when partner 
has bid the five-card suit, dr with a 
break, such as 10-J-I-l. 

Three diamonds and two clubs 
were the obvious choices for South, 
and an optimist might think about 
three clubs or a . cue-bid of two 
spades. The actual four no-urump 
bid wrongly suggested that the 
combined hands held the values for 
a slam, that aces were the crucial 
factor, and that South knew the 
right denomination. 

When North denied an' ace. 
South settled in five diamonds . 
without much of an idea about 
whether this was the right contract. 
He won the opening spade lead, 
cursed himself for overbidding and 
led his singleton heart. 

West now came to SoulH’s rescue 
by putting up the heart king. “Sec- 


ond-hand low” was the appropriate 
guideline, and specifically he 
should have judged that South 
would not underload Lhe ace in 
such a position. 

The defense continued spades, 
and South ruffed. He could see a 
Taint hope if he could reach the' 
dummy twice, so he decided to play 
West for the diamond jack. He'

Dummy was entered with anoth- 
er trump lead, and the heart jack 
and nine furnished two club dis- 
cards, since the ten fell obligingly 
from East It was then rounne to 
finesse in ciubs and draw trumps 
for 1 1 tricks. 

Was justice done? In the play 
perhaps. for-South played well and 
West defended badly. But South's 
bidding was unpunished, and he 
was left unrepentant.

Capitals 9 Coach Gives Up His Scorecard 


LANDOVER, McL, Nov. 30 
(UPI) — As a hockey player. Dan- 
ny Belisle never gave much thought 
to being a coach in the NHL. Now 
that he is the coach of the Washing- 
ton Capitals, he understands why. 

“Players never really understand 
what goes into coaching,” said Beli- 
sle, who was named as coach just 
two days before the season opened. 
“You go like crazy playing your po- 
sition and you understand what 
your teammates have to do while 
you're on the ice. But you don’t 
worry about all the other things 
that have to take place. 

“Coaching is a lonely job. A lot 
of teams are going for assistant 
coaches, more to keep the bead 
man company than anything else. 
In my case [no assistant] I talk to 
Max McNab [the general manager] 
and we trade viewpoints on games 
and players.” 

Belisle said that he needed the 
first month of the season to learn 
the Capitals’ players. With only 
one practice prior to the season- 
opener, he had to keep a scorecard 
to identify the players. 

“I think I know the guys now.” 


Belisle said. “I feel l know their 
abilities, their strengths and 
weaknesses. I can be of more help 
to them now, not just send them 
rail on their own.” 

Belisle did not set out to be a 
coach. He intended to be an NHL 
player. 

“Every kid in every little town in 
Canada plans to play in the NHL," 
he said. “When you get to be a 
teen-ager, though, you see the light. 
Being selected for the ‘Junior A' 
program tells you that you have a 
good shot at the NHL. 

“I was playing at Des Moines [in 
the International Hockey League] 
when I finished as a player. 1 got

out of hockey, although 1 didn't re- 
ally want to. I was selling insurance 
there when the Des Moines coach 
took a job in the WHA. i was just 
in the nght place at the right time.” 

Belisle came to the Capitals from 
the minor leagues and some would 
say that he is still in the minors. 
The Capitals have been stomped 
down and walked over during their 
NHL tenure for a 6S-230 record. 
As a result, Belisle is having a prob- 
lem trying to change the thinking 
of his players. 

“Our guys have played as under- 
dogs so long in this league that they 
have trouble adjusting mentally 
when we get a lead." he said. “We 
were up three goals on Boston the 
other night and got too defensive. 
We fell behind. 5-4, but came back 
for a 5-5 tie." 

“Now, a top team like a Montre- 
al or Boston would bury a team 
(hey had down by three goals.

When Unieboek is- 
sued this tongue-in-cheek socio- 
logical study — it reads like 
Margaret Mead edited by Woo- 
dy Allen — the Dutch publishers 
never dreamed their suburban 
Baam offices would become 
world gnome headquarters. Or 
that “Gnomes" would become 
the first Dutch book ever to 
achieve a prestigious 12-month 
ranking on the U.S. best-seller 
lisL 

In the small home market, 
more than 276,000 copies have 
gone over Dutch counters at 
49.50 guilders (around $25) 
each. Harry N. Abrams, Inc., the 
New York art-book publishers, 
bought the American rights and 
sold more than 600,000 copies at 
$17 JO.
